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EPA White Paper Says 


Living Standards 
In Japan Improving 


Living standards are rapidly improving, according to a White 
Paper issued by the Economic Planning Agency yesterday. 
But the improvement is not uniform, as there are regional 


differences in the benefits derived from the nation’s high rate 


'of economic growth, it says. 

| The White Paper on the Peo- 
| ple’s Living Condition said the 
‘total amount of private spend- 
ing iast year reached ¥7,667,200 
million, or a real increase of 8.8 
per cent compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

In urban areas the average 
monthly expenditure per fami- 
ly was ¥31,511, or an increase 
of 9.2 per cent over last year's 
average. The increase was 6.4 
per cent, when the rise in com- 
modity prices is taken into ac- 
count, 

The rise in the spending level 
was 8.6 per cent in the rural 
districts, or considerably high- 
er than that in urban areas. 
Expenditures were mostly for 
durable consumer goods and 
clothing in the farm districts. 

Total personal income 
amounted to ¥10,113,200 million 
in fiscal 1960, or an increase of 
124 per .cent compared with 
the previous year. 

The increase was due to a 
rise in the wages of city work- 
ers and an increase in income 
from part-time work by farm 
household members. 

The real average monthly 
wage of city workers was Y¥40,- 
895, or an increase of 10.9 per 
cent over the previous year. 

The increase, however, was 
not evenly spread out, and the 
gap between the increase in in- 
come of general working house- 


holds and the lowest income 
group, including aid-recipient 
groups, grew. 


In Tokyo, the ratio between 
the average income of the gen- 
eral working family and aid- 
recipients, which was 100:30.4 
in 1954, deteriorated to 100:27.1 
last year. 

In farm households, income 
rose by 10.3 per cent in fiscal 
1960 to ¥34,278, but most of this 
was due *o an increase in re- 
venue from nonfarming sources. 

A total of ¥1,924,300 million 
went into savings last year, an 
increase of 18.1 per cent com- 
pared with the previous year.

Ban on All Types 
Of Nuclear Tests 


Prince Yoshi Is 26 Today 


Release New Draft 
on Eve Before 
Geneva Meeting 


MOSCOW . (AP) — The 
Soviet Union proposed 
Monday banning all 
nuclear tests in the air, 


underground and under 
sea. 


The proposal was made in a 
draft agreement distributed to 
correspondents in the towering 
front hall of the Soviet Foreign 
Office on the eve of the reopen- 
ing of talks in Geneva on end- 
ing testing of nuclear weapons. 


The terse agreement pro 
by the Soviet Union contained 
four articles each dealing with 
a separate kind of testing. 


Article Three contained a 
direct reply to the American 
announcement that it was g0o- 
ing to continue underground 
tests regardless of the reopen- 
ing of talks.

Article 35 enables GATT mem- 
bers to limit imports from other 
members if they feel their do- 
mestic production is threatened. 
It is applied almost exclusively 
to Japan. 


“Multilateral expansion of 
world trade to be attained 
through the reduction of tariff 
barriers has been greatly ham- 
pered and nullified by the exist- 
ing nontariff measures,” Fuji- 
yama said. “I say this because 
these nontariff measures are in 
some cases applied’in a discri- 
minatory manner against Japan. 


“We have repeatedly pointed 
out how this long-standing ques- 
tion has caused difficulties in 
framing our economic policies. 
This should be considered a 
problem not only for Japan but 
also for GATT itself,” he said. 


Fujiyama praised the report 
of the GATT committee which 
investigated the question of ap- 
plication of Article 35, and 
which presented its report to 
the 19th session of the contract- 
ing parties last week. 


Fujiyama said if the problem 
of Mrticle 35 was not solved, 
“the scope of tariff negotiations 
will be reduced a great deal 
since the tariff negotiations 
could not take place between 
Japan and the countries invok- 
ing the article.”

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UAR Breaks 
French Spy 
Operation 


CAIRO (Kyodo-Reuter)—Nine 
including four members 
of an official French mission— 
have been arrested in Egypt on 
charges of being involved in a 
plot to “spy on the UAR and 
assassinate President Nasser,” 
an official statement said here. 


The statement issued through 
the official Middle East News 
Agency Sunday night said the 
arrests were made at dawn on 
Friday. Those arrested were 
the four members of the mis- 
sion on French assets in Egypt, 
a French lawyer, a Greek jour- 
nalist, a journalist of Italian 
origin, and two women. 


The statement said that one 
of the arrested French officials, 
Jean Paul Francois Bellevier, 
confessed that they aimed at 
undertaking anti-UAR activities 
and it added: “Even the French 
Government drew up a plan to 
carry out an attempt to assas- 
sinate Nasser. 


Cairo newspapers were pro- 
vided with photographic copies 
of what was described as Bel- 
levier’s confession. He was al- 
leged to have confessed that he 
was instructed to “collect poli- 
tical, ¢conomic and military in- 
formation about the UAR” 


The confession also alleged 
that Andrei Mattei, leader of 
the mission, had been instruct- 
ed ‘to “try and make a coup 
d'etat against the Nasser regime 
if possible.” 


The official statement said the 
mission had set up a “network 
for spying” smuggled money 
from the country and printed 
pamphlets using machines 
owned by the Swiss Embassy. 


The statement said Bellevier 
also confessed that the mission 
was studying the possibility of 
Israel attacking the UAR to 
facilitate an internal coup.

Canada to Trim

MONTREAL (AP) — The Ca- 
nadian Olympic Association has 
provisionally decided t trim 
Canada’s national team for the 
1964 Games in Tokyo, abandon- 
ing basketball, gymnastics, cycl 
ing and fencing.

The Common Market In Eu- 
rope and what it may do to our 
trade, the constant deficit in 
American balance of payments, 
the nagging suspicion that much 
of our multibillion dollar invest- 
ment in aid to underdeveloped 
countries may well be money 
thrown away, all add up to a 
change of direction by the U.S. 
The trouble is that nobody is 
sure what new direction to take 
and everyone has a different 
idea about the whole thing. The 
discord is monumental. 


The Government in Washing- 
ton, for example, as part of the 
Reciprocal Trade Program, re- 
newal next June, is proposing 
large new authority for itself to 
cut tariffs and otherwise use the 
American import market as a 
means of supporting American 
exports. Yet at the same time 
as this proposal was made pub- 
lic a spokesman for one of the 
half dozen largest corporations 


-— | in the country bled all over New 


York last week in an impas- 
sioned speech -calling upon 
American business to unite in 
blocking any such tariff cutting 
move. He went so far as to sug- 
gest that if they did not do so 
they would be betraying their 
unborn great grandchildren by 
ruining America with cheap 
foreign imports. There was not 
a dry eye in the house when he 
finished, even though his audi- 
ence was full of representatives 
of companies doing probably 
one-third of America’s total ex- 
ports and overseas business. 

The Government itself is just 
as contradictory. One official 
calls on business to take up the 
task of, for example, investing 
some $20,000 miilion in,the so- 
called Alliance .for Progress in 
Latin America in which the 
U.S. Government has committed 
$1,000 million for the first year 
and has already made 82 loans 
totaling $700 million. Another 
Government spokesman fruns 
around echoing the theme that 
business investment overseas is 
a matter of exporting jobs from 
the U.S. and should be taxed 
out of existence. The US. 
Treasury Department says that 
business investment abroad 
contributes to the American 
balance of payments deficit, and 
recently proposed that business 
profits made outside the U.S. be 
taxed immed: .ely when earned 
regardless of whether brough 
back to the U.S. or not. ' 

The balance of payments de- 
ficit got real enough in this past 
quarter when it went up 50 per’ 
cent to a rate of $3,000 million 
a year. The Treasury’s idea to 
combat it by cutting down on 
business investment overseas 
would presumably have the 
government go on making in- 
vestment via aid funds to 
underdeveloped countries. The 
theory seems to be that busi- 
ness invests in developed coun- 
tries as, for example, Europe, 
while the government puts the 
taxpayers’ money in such 
places as Latin America which 
“need” the investment. 

The obvious rebuttal to that 
theory is, of course, to point 
out that the investment by busi- 
ness abroad also makes a profit,

The fact that government aid 
money invested overseas ends 
up as pretty much a loss is be- 
ginning to become apparent. 
The Alliance for Progress which

America is a case in point, 
because sadly enough not much 
Latin American money seems 
to be flowing into the program. 
The local capital seems to con- 
tinue to find ways to get out 
and to end up invested in Eu- 
rope or the United States. 
This is fairly characteristic of 
capital in all underdeveloped 
countries, and reflects the fact 
that most of them are not ready 
for investment and development 
no matter how badly they may 
need it. The most that U.S. 
aid funds can do in the way 
of development seems to be cer- 
tain amount of public utility 
and other so-called public sec- 
tor construction. Whenever 
the aid money gets into pri- 
vate industry it somehow seems 
to lose effectiveness, and it cer- 
tainly does not seem to get 
back to the United States in 
any form. 

Personally I have nothing 
against underdeveloped coun- 
tries. Most of my customers 
live in them. But I think the 
U.S. Government is crazy to dis- 
courage American business from 
putting its money into Western 
Europe and at the same time 
to put the taxpayers’ money in- 
to a quixotic attempt to develop 
economies that are not ready 
for it. 

From every economic and 
political point of view, the well 
being of the Atlantic communi- 
ty far overshadows in impor- 
tance the whole underdeveloped 
two-thirds of the world, and 
the more deeply the American 
economy can get itself enmesh- 
ed with Western Europe the 
better it will be eventually for 
the whole Free World, includ- 
ing the underdeveloped part of 
it. I suspect that when the 
underdeveloped countries are 
ready for useful development 
private profits earned in such 
places as the Common Market 
countries will become available 
to accomplish it. 


Tight Money Plan 
Taking Effect 


The Economie Planning 
Agency reported yesterday that 
various economic indexes for 
October indicated a definite turn 
in the basic trend of the na- 
tidn’s hitherto buoyant econo- 
mie conditions, 

The monthly economic report 
Was approved by a conference 
of economic ministers concern- 
ed earlier in the day. 

The report pointed out that 
with the enforcement of fur- 
ther tight money measures, the 
wholesale prices declined, the 
producers’ inventory increased, 
the rate of increase in machi- 
nery orders dwindled and the 
amount of letters of credit for 
trade sagged. 

It also noted, however, that 
production was still on the in- 
crease and the balance of inter- 
national payments again regis- 
tered a large deficit. 

This was the first official 
monthly report indicating that 
the nation’s economic trend had 
marked a definite turn because 
of the recent series of tight 
money measures. 


Opens in Geneva 
GENEVA (AP)—A four-day 
world conference of Trade and 
Finance Ministers opened here 
Monday under the chairman- 
ship of Greek Trade Minister 


The meeting was sponsored 
by the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) to 
seek high level decisions on 
how to reduce trade barriers 
amid conflicting national and 
regional interests. 

It was held behind closed 
doors in Geneva's Palace of Na- 
tions. All the 45 states mem- 
bers or associate members of 
GATT were represented, more 
than 30 of them at ministerial 
level. 

U.S. undersecretary of state 
for economic affairs George W. 
Ball was expected to give the 
ministers a new statement of 
the Kennedy Administration's 
tariff policies.

They said the Japanese deal- 
ers would need to be cautious 
in dealing with the Chinese 
Communists in view of the 
trade negotiations broken off 
early this year when the Chi- 
nese demanded “an’ unreason- 
ably low price” for Japanese 
ammonium sulphate, 


Bauxite Imports 


The three biggest aluminum 
refineries in Japan which have 
monopoly of aluminum produc- 
tion in this country last week 
signed an agreement to import 
1,200,900 tons of bauxite from 
the Indonesian Island of Bintan 
in three years. 


The three Japanese Companies 
are the Nippon Light Metal Co.., 
the Sumitomo Chemical Co., and 
the Showa Denko K.K. 


These companies had been | 


negotiating with the Indonesian 
Government for the purchase of 
bauxite ort a long-term and at a 
stable price. About 40 per cent 
of the bauxite used in Japan 
for the production of aluminum 
is produced in Bintan Island. 

An informed source said the 
companies succeeded in extend- 
ing the period of the term from 
the original two years to three 
years, but they failed in their 
attempt to bring Gown the pur- 
chase price. 


Tin Plate for Cuba 


The Yawata Iron and Steel 
Co., the Fuji Iron and Steel Co. 
and the Toyo Kohan Kaisha, 
have recently concluded a 
contract for export of 11,800 
tons of tin plate to Cuba with 
the Cuban national import cor- 
poration. The tin plate is ex- 
pected to be shipped to Cuba 
next March. 

It is the first time in three 
years that one or more Japa- 
nese companies concluded a 
contract for export of more 
than 10,000 tons of tin plate, 
after a similar contract conclud- 
ed with Communist China. 

The tin plate export will be 
made as part of Japan's collate- 
ral export to Cuba in return for 
the import of sugar from that 
country. 


Electric Washers 


Electric machinery sources 
disclosed that the Mitsubishi 
Electric Manufacturing Co. 
Ltd. has recently concluded a 


tentative contract for export of 
electric washing machine pro- 
duction techniques with the 
Industria Electrica de Mexico 
(1EM), Mexico's largest electric 


concluded through the good 
office of the Westinghouse Co., 
Mitsubishi's U.S. partner. The 
contract covers technieal tie-up 
and export of washing machine 
parts to Mexico, according to 
sources. 

They said the contract would 
be effective for 10 years, with 
the Mexican company expected 
to pay 3 per cent of its sales 
of washing machines produced 


under the Mitsubishi-tech- 
niques and with Mitsubishi 
parts. 


Fuel Battery 


The Japan, Storage Battery 
Co., Ltd, la week delivered 
to the Japan Telegraph and 
Telephone Corporation (DDK) 
the first product of the fuel 
battery (a battery using gas 
such as propane, oxygen or 
hydrogen for power generating) 
which is attracting worldwide 
attention as a new power 
source. 

The new product is said to 
be small in size and light in 
weight, and to have twice ag 
much power-generating _ effi- 
ciency as an ordinary battery. 

A number of. companies in 
Japan and abroad have launch- 
ed production of test products 
of this new battery. But the 
Nippon Storage Battery Co. is 
the first to put out the product 
om commercial basis. 

The products delivered to 
DDK use low-pressure hydro- 
gen has as fuel. They are to 
be used as electric sources for 
communication machinery. 


These fuel batteries are ex- 
pected to last for three months. 
At present, the fuel battery is 
priced at a little over ¥1,000. 
However, a spokesman for the 
company said the company 
would be able to reduce the 
price to about ¥500 and the 
life of the battery to about a 
year through future improve- 
ment, 


Color TV Sets

price reduction of a color TV 
set, following the last price cut 
in February. 


The reduction was touched off 
by the Havakawa Electric Co. 
which made a surprise an- 
nouncement of a 30 per cent 
price cut for its color TV set 
on Nov. 18. As a result of the 
cut, Hayakawa’s price has drop- 
ped to ¥250,000 for a 17-inch 
type set, and to ¥300,000 for 
a 21-inch set. Hayakawa’'s price 
cut has created a controversy 
among Japanese color-TV mak- 
ers who are suffering from a 
serious sales slump these days, 
it is reported. It is likely that

Reveals Scenic Beauties

“Enjoy a weekend sight-see- 
ing flight to Nikko, one of the 
most outstanding scenic places 
in Japan, by an _ 11-passenger 
de luxe turbojet helicopter to 
make the best of your limited 
stay in Japan” 

This is the appeal of a Tokyo 
travel agent to foreign tourists 
now on a tour of Japan and all 
who are planning to make one. 

The Tokyu Travel Service 
says this newly inaugurated 
reguiar weekend helicopter 
flight service by Fuji Air Lines 
will not only save a foreign 
tourist the precious few hours 
he would have to spend aboard 
a Nikko-bound train or bus, but 
will enable him, the travel 
agent claims, to enjoy a sight 
of the whole of the Kanto 
plains Which comprise the 
sprawling Metropolis and are 
surrounded on three sides by 
mountain ranges featured by 
such shapely peaks as Mts. 
Fuji, Asama and Tsukuba. 

This Japan Times reporter 
was invited, with his camera- 
man, to try a Fuji flight and 
at 9:30 a.m. Saturday at the 
Ginza Tokyu Hotel lobby, when 
and where passengers-to-be are 
usually requested to check in, 
we.turned up and were im- 
mediately ushered into a car 
bound for Fuji’s Ariake heli- 

rt near the _ International 

rade Center at Harumi Pier. 

A 15-minute ride took us to 
the heliport where a shapely, 
threelegged, tricolored Sikor- 
sky 62-A turbine helicopter was 
ready to take the air. 

At 10 a.m. sharp, our sched- 
uled departure time, the ma- 
chine made a steady take-off, 
skippered by Tadashi Sato, one 
time chief helicopter pilot for 
Japan’s Antarctic expedition 
icebreaker Soya and now the 


chief navigator of Fuji Air 
Lines. 
In a few minutes we were 


well above the somewhat misty 
Tokyo Bay—some 3,000 feet up 
we were told later—which was 


sprinkled over with the num- 
erous small boats of laver col- 
lectors and week-end anglers, 
each looking no larger than a 
grain of sand. 

Soon our machine managed 
to break through the cloud of 
mist, enabling us to get that 
ever-enchanting but rarely ob- 
tainable view of snow-capped 
Mt. Fuji standing in bold rellef 
against the blue sky. 


The subsequent course of 
our sight-seeing cruise in the 
air continued to be steady 
throughout, with the aid of our 
machine's highly reliable 3,000- 
hp. turbojet engine. Despite 
the prevalent 30-knot west 
winds the machine apparently 
had no difficulty in keeping its 
course toward our destination. 
Neither vibration nor engine 
noise troubled us much. 


Almost throughout the trip, 
Mt. Fuji and mountain ranges 
including those in Okutama, 
Chichibu and Shinano prov- 
inces had been close at eve 
level on the left and from our 
right-hand windows we could 
command for a good while the 
fine view of the mass of moun- 
tains featured by double-peak- 
ed Mt. Tsukuba. | 

After having overtaken tens 
of trains and hundreds of buses 
and cars all bound for Nikko, 
our machine landed at the Fuji 
heliport near the Nikko Station 
of the Tobu Line at 1949 a.m. 

The flight turned out to be 
a delightful one and this uni- 
que way of doing the sights of 
this country of boundless sce- 
nic beauty should prove a big 
tourist attraction. But here is 
a tip—the interior decoration 
of the machine could be im- 
proved. The accommodation as 
it is can hardly be claimed to 
be “de luxe.”

powers should seek the initiative in starting East-West 
negotiations on Bérlin without laying down any prelimi- 


nary conditions. 


That is the view of the two statesmen's 
decision taken in the West German press. 


But it also 


seems to be understood in West Germany that the negoti- 
ations with the Russians, if and when they come about, 
will be confined to Berlin, or at any rate that the Chancel- 
lor wishes to confine them to Berlin, and thus avoid the 
larger and highly important problems such as the Oder- 
Neisse line, contacts with the East German regime and 
the creation of an atom-free zone in Central Europe. 
Whether the Russians would want to hold talks on Ber- 
lin only in these circumstances seems to us doubtful. The 
Berlin issue, however critical it has been made by the 
Russians and the East German Reds, is really an append- 


age to the larger issues. 


The Russians know this. 


Now that President De Gaulle has seen the British 
Prime Minister and obtained his views, he is due to have 


a meeting with Chancellor Adenauer in Paris: 


It had 


been fixed for next Thursday but in view of the Chan- 
cellor’s indisposition from a cold it may have to be post- 


poned. 


This meeting will be of the utmost significance in the 
plan to open negotiations with Moscow, The two leaders 
will be faced with the fact that the Soviet Government 
shows no sign of greater reasonableness and they cannot 
shut their eyes to the tirade against the Western powers, 
and especially West Germany, indulged in by Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev in his recent speech at Novosibirsk. 


Consequently, 


it may not prove easy to convince the 


French President that the time for negotiations with the 


Russians is now—even if Chancellor Adenauer is 


him- 


self really convinced on this score. 
On the Russian side, we note that Radio Moscow is 
ggain harping on the need for a “German peace treaty” 


and its own statements show plainly enough. why.

Says the Soviet stand considers it is absolutely abnormal 
that 16 years after World War II there is still no German 


treaty. 


“Since there is no treaty,” it says, “there is no 


international juridical document fixing the borders of the 


two German states. 


Adenauer and his underlings fear 


the German peace treaty like death precisely because 
their entire strategy is built on revenge.” 

Here we have revealed three things — Moscow's 
scheme to get the present temporary borders of Germany

lily fixed in favor of the Communist bloc, its desire 


to/ensure the permanent divisfon of Germany into two 
States, and the propaganda thesis, so useful in keeping 
Eastern Europe under the Soviet wing, that the West Ger- 
mans are filled with thoughts of “revenge” and are pp’ 
ning to launch a war which will reverse the cohsequences 
of World War II so far as these affect Eastern Europe. 
And where'does Berlin come into the picture? Moscow 
contends that a German peace treaty must also be con- 
cluded because it would end the occupation regime in 
West Berlin which it says is being used for subversive 
espionage and wrecking activities against “democratic” 


Germany and the other Socialist countries. 


The Soviet 


Union, therefore, proposes “without harming the inter- 
ests of the Western powers” that West Berlin be made a 
demilitarized free cfty. A certain feeling of amusement 
cannot be avoided for it is obvious that the whole pro- 
gram takes no thought for the Western powers’ interests 
but is designed to fix more strongly than ever the Com- 
munist grip on Eastern ,Europe, 


The Western powers have not only 


to take note*rof 


that point, however; they have .to consider their own 
defense against some future aggression, perhaps of a mili- 
tary nature, emanating from the Communist bloc. That 
need is the reason for the existence of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, which has already proved a bulwark 
against Communist subversion, and in any negotiations 
with Moscow on German problems the Western powers 
cannot afford to make concessions which might prove 
dangerous from a defense point of view.

A Study Group for the Public 
Election of the Prime Minister 
proposes what amounts in sub- 
stance to the substitution of the 
parliamentary system existing 
in Japan by the presidential pat- 
tern of government. 


What the scheme hopes to 
achieve is, at first sight, the 
establishment of the strict separ- 
ation of ‘the governmental 
powers in their legislative, exe- 


cutive and judicial branches. 
Beyond this, however, the 
authors expect to accomplish 


the “stabilization” of the popu- 
larly elected Prime Minister as 
President for his entire term 
of office, thereby enabling him 
to conduct a consistent govern- 
ment policy and, at the same 
time, protecting him against the 
“factional” machinations of the 
politicians of his own party 
which allegedly have caused re- 
peatediy the downfall of cabi- 
nets and frequent changes in 
the ministerial personnel. 


Separation of Powers 


The “ideal type” of the separ- 
ation of powers as propounded 
by the classical theory has 
never existed in reality, least of 
all in the United States. On the 
eontrary, rather than autono- 
mously functioning, the three 
departments of the American 
Government operate in close in- 
terrelation or, as a recent writer 
has called it, through “interde- 
pendence by coordination.” For 
example, the President partici- 
pates in legislation by introduc- 
ing his bills in Congress and by 
his veto; Congress participates 
in the administration by grant- 
ing supplies and by investigating 
committees, and even in the 
conduct of foreign policy by the 
requirement of senatorial con- 
firmation of international trea. 
ties. This is a far cry from 
the strict separation of powers 


as proposed in the scheme 
under discussion. 
More specifically, the plan 


completely overlooks the all-im- 
portant issue of who is to 
initiate legisiation. Executive 
leadership—a term and concept 
altogether alien to the classical 
theory—is primarily conducted 
by initiating legislation embody- 
ing the government policies, as 
the French statesman Rovyer- 
Collard wisely said: “Initier la 
loi c'est gouverner.” 


Danger of Deadlocks 


Under the proposed scheme 
executive leadership seems to 
lie with the Prime Minister. 
What guarantee does exist that 
the Diet will endorse the legis- 
lation submitted by him? As 
is generally known the alleged- 
ly all-powerful President of the 
United States is considered a 
successful leader if as little as 
50 per cent of his proposed 
bills are passed by Congress. 


Under the new plan the dan- 
ger of deadlocks between ex- 
ecutive and legislature is drasti- 
cally enhanced if the dissolu- 
tion of the Diet is to be scratch- 
ed. True, there have been 
eight dissolutions since 1945 
and some of them may have 
been. capricious and avoidable. 
However, the intrinsic value of 
the dissolution of parliament 
and its counterpart, the vote of 
censure carried against the Cab- 
inet—both of which operate as 
mutual checks and balance, or, 
to use a modern terminology, 
as interorgan controls—lies in 
the fact that the mere threat 
of new elections in which the 
deputy may lose his coveted 
seat, compels the members of 
the government majority to con- 
form to the -political leadership 
of the cabinet. 

Party solidarity and party dis-

cipline are the secrets of the 
success of British parliamen- 
tarism and secure the stability 
of the government. Under the 
proposed presidentialism, how- 
ever, party discipline would suf- 
fer greatly as is the everyday 
experience of the United States 
where “cross-voting,” instead of 
voting along party lines, is the 
rule rather than the exception. In 
Japan the danger of a complete 
disintegration of the _ rather 
loose party cadres cannot be 
dismissed lightly, with the re- 
sult of an altogether unmanage- 
able party multiplicity not far 
behind. Instead of decreasing 
the “factional” disunity the new 
scheme would vastly increase 
it. 


Mere Tools 

Another serious objection 
arises in that the cabinet min- 
isters, chosen at the exclusive 
discretion of the Prime Min- 
ister, upon acceptance of the 
ministerial office would have to 
vacate their parliamentary seats. 
This is closely patterned on the 
incompatibility between public 
office and parliamentary man- 
date In the Constitution of the 


United States (Art. I, Sect. 6, 
Ca. Be 

The results would be the 
same, if not worse. Instead of 
responsible ministers they 
would become assistants, sub- 
ordinates and even tools of an 
all-powerful Prime Minister. 
The British knew what thev 
were doing when, in a long 


process of trial and error, they 
insisted on the mandatory mem- 
bership of all ministers in the 
parliament because such merm- 
bership only provides for the 
close integration of the cabénet 
in, and its supervision by, the 
parliament and, through it, 
ultimately by the electorate. 


In addition, it seems more 
likely than not that in Japan 
ministers would be selected 
from among public officials or 
businessmen, both inexperienced 
in the conduct of politics The 


example of imperial Germany 
should be sufficient to warn 
against its repetition. 


Public Opinion Weak 


Equally unwarranted is the 
assumption that the plan would 
secure the _ stability of the 
leadership of the Prime Minis- 
ter because one he was elected 
by the majority of the voters. 
But what will happen if while 
he is irremovable during his 
term of office his policies have 
alienated public support? Of 
course this danger exists aiso 
in the United States. But it is 
minimized by the tremendous 
vigor of public opinion, organiz- 
ed and unorganized, which 
compels the President to ad- 
just his policies to it. 


Moreover, the mid-term elec- 
tions of Congress every two 
years operate as an unmistak- 
able barometer of public opin- 
ion. As far as this writer is 
able to judge. public.opinion in 
Japan has not vet jellied into 
anything remotely comparahle 
in the United States. The for- 
mation of the grass roots de- 
mocracy may take a generation, 
or more. 

That the plan as it claims 
will protect the Prime Minister 
against factional assaults coming 
from his own party is, if at 
all, only superficially true. 
With all novices in the difficult 
art of democratic self-govern- 
ment party solidarity is ex- 
tremely slow in growing. A 
product of maturity and ex- 
perience it cannot be enforced 
by artificial coristitutional de- 
vices. 


Fear of Dictatorship 


On the contrary, the irremov- 
able Prime Minister will face 
harder times than ever before 
when confronted by frustrated 
opponents in his own party 
whose good will he has to buv 
by political concessions. That 
under the present system the 
incumbent on the Prirme Min- 
ister’s office is to be determined 
by extra-constitutional agree- 
ments between faction leaders 
may be deplorable, but it is an 
unavoidable fact the political 
process is strictly operated by 
two political parties whose offi-

Standard of Living 
The White Paper on the Peo- 
ple’s Standard of Living issued 
by. the Ecenomic Planning 
Agency Monday succeeds in 
making clear the discrepancies 
in the living standards of the 
people in different localities and 
among various walks of life. 
The paper indicated that the 
per-capita dis ble income of 
the people increased this year 
by an average of 12.8 per cent 
over the previous year, but 
that the increase was not uni- 
form throughout the country 
or among various walks of life. 
The discrepancies in the living 
standards naturally suggest 
what policy measures the Gov- 
ernment should take in the fu- 
ture to correct them. Since 
such discrepancies result from 
the differences of industrial 
structure, efforts should be ex-

Japanese and Russian fishery 
experts have been meeting in 
Moscow since Monday to dis- 
cuss the salmon resources prob- 
lem.

Democratic-Socialist Party

cial leaders, as in Britain, have 
an unchallengeable claim to the 


prime ministership after the 
victory at the polis. Even in 
the United States bitter intra- 


party strife is common before 
and during the national conven- 
tions. 

What, however, enpears as 
the gravest defect of the scheme 
is that a situation which places 
the Prime Minister for four 
years beyond the pale of par- 


liamentary responsibility os 
well as of public cpinion in- 
evitably will lead to his dic- 


tatorship, possibly at first con- 
stitutional, most likely, however 
extra-constitutional. If ‘e hap- 
pens to be a person of extra- 
ordinary skill in political ught- 
rope walking he may be atle 
to command sufficient majorities 
from case to case. 

But when meeting consistent 
opposition from his own partv 
as well as from the opposition 


party by necessity he will be 
driven into authoritarian ruie 
and into illegality. And even 
if this would not come to vass 


the scheme would permanently 
stabilize Tory rule and the 
scheme ‘thus (if unwittingly) 
reveals the devil's hoof of par- 
tisanship. The opposition con- 
demned to lasting impotence by 
being excluded from its legiti- 
mate share in political power, 
mav easily be driven into radi- 
calism. 
Little to Recommend 

On the whole, it seems that 
the plan has little if anything 
to recommend for itself. More- 
over, however. great the defect 
of the present constitution may 
seem, it should be remembered 
that a new constitution is like 
a new pair of shoes. At first 
they pinch considerably. One 
has to get used to them. To 
jettison the existing constitu- 
tion for a new basic law with 
foreseeable and unforeseeable 
pitfalls may seem ill-advised. 


With due respect to the hon- 
orable authors, jit may seem 
they were more fascinated by 
what purports to be the “strong 
leadership” of De Gaulle than 
they were conversant with the 
presidential system of the 
United States. Practically the 
majority of the French people 
are deeply dissatisfied with the 
authoritarian and amateurish 
conduct of government by De 
Gaulle whom they tolerate only 
as the last hope for settling the 
Algerian issue. And the prece- 
dent of the United States; the 
only nation where presidental- 
ism, for specific reasons, has 
been a success if not an un- 
qualified one, does not lend it- 
self to a mechanical reproduc- 
tion elsewhere.

The series of articles on the 
teaching of English by Prof. 
Dennis Keene has been of great 
interest. 

Having graduated from a U.S. 
college, I know university edu- 
cation of English in Japan only 
through my private students 
who are studying in a first 
rate university in Tokyo, and 
I am afraid much of what 
Prof. Keene says is not an 
exaggeration. 

I rather think that English 
teaching should be improved in 
the earlier steps than in univer- 
sity since as long as a student 
acquires good pronunciation and 
solid foundation in the lower 
grades he can develop his 
English more or less independ- 


ently by the time he enters 
university. 
High school students, how- 


ever, cannot do anything since 
they must prenare for univer- 
sity entrance examination, 
Once they become university 
students, how do they study? 
You will be surprised to hear 
how many students will teil 
you with pride, “I haven't 
opened my text book since my 
last examination. 1 never 


study except during examina- 
tion time.” And here, examina- 
tion is translation. 

As graduation draws near, a 
student finds that his English 
is not communicable and com- 
plains, “My teachers were no 
good,” and wishes to have a 
miracle worked upon him by 
going to a foreigner’s to take 
lessons one hour g@ week; 167 
hours a week, he never thinks 
about using English. Does he 
listen to FEN every day in- 
stead of watching Japanese dub- 
bed western movies on TV? 
Has he ever tried to take dic- 
tation from FEN news? Does 
he go to the movies to hear 
English? I wonder how many 
students of English studied 
Prof. Keene's article thorough- 
ly. 

Dear students, your poor 
teachers are to be criticized be- 
cause they were not given 
abundant chances that you have 


now in their student days. Not 
to become useless teachers, 
make the best use of the cir- 
cumstance. After all, school 
cannot teach you everything.

Red Aggression on India 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said “Indians can- 
not be blamed for reacting 
strongly and with great bitter- 
ness to the news that Chinese 
Communist troops have estab- 
lished new outposts beyond the 
12,000 square miles of Indian 
territory they have occupied 
since the late 1950s.” 


“The Chinese Communists,” 
said the paper, “appear to be 
determined to teacn India the 
hard way that Peiping believes 
might makes right. . 


“For students of Communist 
China's behavior it is illuminat- 
ing to note that Peiping has not 
been deterred by the hunger of 
many of its own people from 
taking the risks implicit in the 
current pressure on India’s 
borders, 


“Prime Minister Nehru has 
undoubtedly known of these 
new Chinese Communist in- 
cursions on Indian territory for 
some time, and in retrospect it 
seems probable that his knowl- 
edge of this threat to his nation 
must have influenced his be- 
havior at the Belgrade Confer- 
ence and in his conversations 
with President Kennedy. 


“Aware of his country’s eco- 
nomic and military weaknesses, 
Mr, Nehru must feel that his 
primary task is to concentrate 
his nation’s energies upon its 
immediate problems, including 
that of protecting its borders. 
His own difficult situation helps 
to explain if not excuse his re- 
luctance to 
nist aggression elsewhere in the 
world, 


“As the leader of a democra- 
cv, however, Mr. Nehru must 
also reckon ‘with the feelings of 
his people. For many Indians 
the experience of being a vic- 
tim of aggression from Peiping 
may make more understandable 
the West's preoccupation with 


Communist aggression and the 
West's measures of  self-<le- 
fense.” 


Pakistan’s Progress 


KARACHI (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The English daily Dawn said the 
joint communique issued on the 
conclusion of the Japanese 
Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda’s 
visit to Pakistan “is on one hand 
an emphatic . reaffirmation of 
Pakistan's and Japan’s common 
outlook on the world situation 
and on the other a determina- 
tion of the two countries not 
only to maintain but further 
strengthen friendly cooperation 
in political, cultural and econo- 
mic fields,” 


The paper said that in the 
economic field, cooperation had 
been already fruitful and pro- 
mised to be more fruitful.

Burma’s Attitude 
KUALA LUMPUR (AP) — 


Burma must offer a “congenial 
alternative of easy regional co- 
operation” if she wishes to en- 
tice two members of the Asso- 
ciation of Southeast Asia (ASA) 
from the West, said the Straits 
Times. 


The paper editorialized on 
the comments made here by 
U Kyaw Nyein, deputy: lead 
er of the opposition in the Bur- 
mese Parliament, on ASA and 
the need for a new united in- 
dependent regional organization. 


U Kyaw, who made a brief 
stopover here on his way home 
from the Socialist international 
congress in Rome, told news- 
men at the airport many neu- 
tral countries were interested 
but reluctant to join ASA be- 
cause two of its three mem- 
bers — Thailand and the Phi- 
lippines — were members of 
SEATO, 


The Straits Times _ said: 
“There is obvious danger that 
U Kyaw Nyein and his country- 
men will lean so far to avoid 
politics on one side that they 
will make contact on the 
other.” 


The paper said it was not 
“legitimate” for one country to 
dictate matters of politics, and 
it asked: “Does U Kyaw Nyein 
suggest that Burma is willing 
to enter into economic arrange- 
ments only with countries 
whose politics are considered 
suitable?”. 


It added: “If Burma wants 
to wean Thailand or the Philip- 
pines away from the West, it 
is free to>try, but it is hard to 
see how it can succeed if it 
will not offer them. the con- 
genial alternative of easy re- 
gional cooperation.” 


Reparations Issue 


RANGOON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Nation said the Japanese, 
without changing their attitude 
in regard to an increase in pure 
reparations, had been trying to 
sidetrack this issue by examin- 
ing the possibility of economic 
cooperation. 


The Nation was commenting 
on Burma's demand for U.S. 
$200 million reparations and 
$200 million economic coopera- 
tion funds at the current repa- 
rations talks with the Japanese 
delegation here. 


The Nation said the Burmese 
Finance Minister, Thakin Tin, 
had stated that Burma wanted 
nothing short of $200 million 
and that he would not insist on 
$200 million in economic aid 
to put into a common pool. 


“It is already a big concession 
for Burma to have said that she 
will be satisfied with an addi- 
tiona. $200 million in straight 
reparations, and that she will 
not insist on an increase in eco- 
nomic cooperation funds,” the 
paper said. 


“The ,Government of Burma 
will not escape censure if it fails 
to press its just claim on Mr. 
Ikeda on a take it or leave it 
basis,” the Nation said.
